In view of applicant's response, following Advisory is issued. The rejections of record 
have been overcome by submitting response dated 2/28/2007. Pending was an objection 
regarding ethylene content in olefin polymer comprising C3-C40 olefins. After careful 
reconsideration of the claims at hand and their definition in the specification, the examiner 
withdraws the objection. In view of term "comprising" ethylene content disclosed by present 
claims is included in the scope of the olefin polymer. 

During updated search the examiner arrived at reference of STEVENS (UD 6,960,635), 
which although teaches polypropylene copolymer, there is no motivation in this disclosure to 
modify of functionalize such polymer. Second reference of MARKEL (US 6,573,350) also 
discloses polyolefins formed from the same catalyst system. Forming olefin polymers from the 
same catalyst system will form polymers with very similar properties, however, the prior art of 
MARKEL also does not teach polyolefins with functional groups.
